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the August 10 th , response), it is determined that the prior art of record neither anticipates 
nor renders obvious the claimed subject matter of the instant application as a whole either 
taken alone or in combination, in particular, prior art of record does not teach or suggest 
"a third opening formed in one of the conductive thin film and the conductive support 
and the insulating film; and a conducting member formed in the third opening excluding 
an inner wall of the first openings, the conductive member connecting the conductive 
support and the conductive thin film electrically", as recited in independent claims 1, 9, 
19 and 24, respectively.
